Aor* intensive probing by North Vietnamese 
blibe extreme northwest portion of South Viet­ 
nam indicates the long-expected offensive is 
grading forward.

In capitals around the world speculation con­ 
tinues about the possibility the Khe Sanh area

The fall of Dienbienphu May 7, 1954, after a 
55-day siege, is regarded as a decisive defeat 
fop the French that led directly to peace talks. 


What is not generally understood Is that Dien- 
benphu also was an American defeat. 
The United States was supplying more than 
7(1 per cent of the financial aid for French fight­ 
ing in Indo-China when Dienbienphu fell. Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower rejected a French request for 
U.S. air support against encircling Communist 
forces and sealed the doom of the fortress. 
After Dienbienphu, the United States aban­ 
doned the French effort despite $954 million 
previously expended in Indo-China aid. 
The day the Communists took Dienbienphu. 
Senate Minority leader Lyndon B. Johnson said 
in 'Washington: “We stand in clear danger of 
being left naked and alone in a hostile world.” 
The United States and President Johnson are 
learning just how hostile the world can be. 
A theory now gaining support sees the pre­ 
sent strategy similar to Dienbienphu being fol­ 
lowed by the Communists up to a point. They 
are expected to ask for a peace negotiation only 
as a last resort. 
The Vietnam issue was not solved by the Ge­ 


neva Conference of 1954 and would not ba 
solved to the satisfaction of the North Viet­ 
namese with another negotiation session. 
Therefore, the big push is on for military suc­ 
cess throughout South Vietnam. Ho Chi Minh 
and his backers are banking on U.S. hesitancy 
to pull out all stops, unrest among American 
citizens and the 1968 election contributing to 
their Vietnam effort. 
America’s obvious desire for peace gives 
President Ho the option of asking for it when ha 
is ready. 
The next few weeks will provide answers on 
Khe Sanh and possibly the future of the whole 
Vietnam struggle. 


2 Points For Leif? 


One of the lesser disappointments of the week 
was the announcement by Pennsylvania Su­ 
preme Court Judge Michael Angelo Musmanno 
he would not seek the nomination for the U. S. 
Senate seat of Joseph C. Clark.

A longtime defender of 
Christopher Columbus’ role as the discover of 
America, who has consistently underscored the 
courage and boldness of the Italian captain in 
the face of superstition, fear, wind, storm and 
lack of money, the Judge said he doesn’t have 
the funds to undertake a campaign. 
Joe Clark moved closer to re-election Wed­ 
nesday. And L e i ! Ericson picked up a few 
points, too. 


‘Tunnel’ Of Safety 


th e Ohio Highway Department, unable to halt 
the open violation of a ban against trucks on 
the Chester Bridge, has taken needed action 
on preventing drivers of rigs from using the 
•tructure. 
By making the bridge a 7-foot high “turmel” 
with erection of barrier bars, the department 
will be able to stop the illegal traffic that poses 
a serious hazard to anyone on the span which 
has an uncertain safety factor. 
The continuing search for bodies of victims 
of the disaster at Point Pleasant in December 
underscores the unpredictability of a bridge s 
weight bearing capacity, regardless of an engi­ 
neer’s ta'ent, a contractor’s reputation. 
Recommendation of experts, after a thorough 
Inspection of the Chester Bridge, brought the 
load limit — due to corrosion in the cable an­ 
chorage. Willingness of some truckers to ignore 


the restriction jeopardizes their lives and the 
lives of others, and seriously threatens t h e 
bridge itself. 
limitation of travel on the bridge by the haul­ 
ers is a critical transportation problem — one 
which demands as fast and direct action as pos­ 
sible. But loss of life or further damage to the 
bridge, making it useless, would be utterly in­ 
excusable. 
The highway department has come up with a 
workable solution at protecting lives and the 
bridge for the present. Next step is to get the 
bridge repaired. 
After that, planning should begin on a mod­ 
em, safe span to meet the growing needs of the 
tri-state area and to handle the expanding trans­ 
portation flow on the four-lane Routes 7 and ll 
and other major arteries such as Route 20 and 
Route 39.

Credit for its 
revival goes to Frenchman Pierre de Coubertin, 
whi rebelled against the growth of commercial­ 
ism in sports. 
De dreamed of amateur athletes gathering 
tv iry four years from around the world to 
rodipele in various sports events. An intema- 
tioialy athletic congress was held in Paris in 
1891. 
tw o years later, modem Olympic competition 
way begun bi Athens with a 13-man American 
team dominating. 
Intervening years have brought athletic glory 
to many countries. Unknown competitors have 
shcil to fame and giants have fallen with a thud 
heard ’round the world. 
United 
States 
teams 
have 
distinguished 
themselves time and again 
In the 1936 summer games in Berlin, Jesse 
Owens was one of IO Negroes on the 66-man 
American track and field team. The Negroes 
were dubbed “the Black Auxiliaries” by the 
Nazi press. 
Those IO men outscored every national team 


in track and field events, with Owpns personal­ 
ly sinking Hitler s claims of Nordic superiority 
by winning four gold medals. 
In recent years, American participants have 
not fared well in over-all competition. Observ­ 
ers say this is due in part to the nationalistic 
emphasis by some countries using various 
schemes to subsidize their athletes. 
Americans still believe in the spirit of amate­ 
urism De Coubertin hoped to preserve. So do 
many other nations. 
The desire to win. to avoid international hu­ 
miliation at the hands of nations not playing by 
the rules has prompted some Americans to 
urge adoption of rules permitting participation 
by professionals. 
They claim that because others are doing it, 
the United States should enhance its chances of 
winning, too — anything to protect the image of 
American invulnerability. 
It is not a disgrace to lose when you play the 
game fairly. 
America wins every time Olympic games are 
held, not necessarily In the number of gold 
medals team members take home, but in the 
fact that friendly competition can he held be­ 
tween nations. 
It is the embodiment of the spirit of coopera­ 
tion hoped for by the United States at every 
level of international relationship. 
The 1,000 athletes gathered at Grenoble. 
France, represent a victory for an ideal held in 
high esteem by Americans — regardless of 
what the final standings wilt show.

WASHINGTON 
There has been a great deal of speculation 
as to why President Johnson had been in­ 
formed so late on the capture of the Navy 
intelligence ship Pueblo. 
Many versions have been 
given concerning what hap­ 
pened during those k e y 
moments before the Presi­ 
dent was informed as to 
the Pueblo’s fate. 
Here is o n e I heard, 
though I, of course, can­ 
not verify every fact. 
When the news hit Wash­ 
ington at ll p. rn., it was

first passed through lower channels at the 
Pentagon and the State Department before it 
was brought to the attention of Secretary 
McNamara and Secretary Rusk.

A call was placed to Helms and when 
Secretary Rusk informed him of the situa­ 
tion, Helms couldn't have been more sur­ 
prised. 
“You better tell the President,” Rusk said. 
"I d rather not if it’s all the same to you.” 
Helms said. “Besides, I don’t have the White 
House telephone number. Say, I have an 


idea. Let’s get Walt Rostow to tell him. Walt 
works in the White House so he's probably 
adept at breaking bad news to the Presi­ 
dent.” 
“All right.” Rusk said. “I guess Walt is 
as good at this sort of thing as anybody.” 
Secretary R u s k wakened Walt Rostow 
and told him the news. He suggested Rostow 
go over to the White House immeditely and 
tell the President.

New Hampshire Vote Travesty 


If Henry Mencken were alive, he could find 
material for another chapter of sardonic com­ 
ments on democracy in New Hampshire’? tragi­ 
comic presidential primary. 


A long time ago I learned something about 
New Hampshire politics in one of the finest pol­ 
itical novels in the English language, “Consis- 
ton,” published in 1906 and authored by Winston 
Churchill, an American journalist and novelist 
who at one time was a member of the New 
Hampshire Legislature and also a candidate for 
governor in 1912. 


It is the story of Jethro Bass, who became 
boss of the state through native shrewdness and 
buying up notes on mortgaged farms The book 
begins with a quotation from James Russell Lo­ 
well: 
“We have been compelled to see what was 
weak in democracy as well as what was strong 
We have begun obscurely to recognize . . . that 
popular government is not in itself a panacea ” 


WE SHOULD be able to see now. in 1968, not 
only that this is true, but that there are defects 
in the ever more popular government which 
Churchill himself could not foresee when he 
wrote his book. Two years after the book ap­ 
peared, statesmen in New Hampshire sought to 
cure the evils of democracy by making control 
ever more popular. 
I had realized for a long time that the pri­ 
mary system could not produce better presiden­ 
tial candidates. This was confirmed when Estes 
Kefauver won In New Hampshire wringing icy 
hands and Robert A. Taft's hopes were shat­ 
tered in 1952 in a campaign engineered by Sher­ 
man Adams. 
AH the pieces did not fall together until 1964, 
when I tried to persuade Barry Coldwater to 
skip the New Hampshire primary. 
An old friend who in the 1930s was a power in 
the Democratic party in New Hampshire said 
that for many years political power there was 
exercised by the president of the Boston A 
Maine Railroad from his office in a railway sta­ 
tion in Boston. 
In 1908, George Moses, later a U.S. senator, 
was selected and instructed by the Republican 
organization as a delegate to the national con­ 
vention. Moses disobeyed his instructions and 
voted for Charles W Fairbanks, instead of Wil­ 
liam H. Taft. To prevent such disobedience in 
the future, legislators in New Hampshire adopt­ 
ed the primary system. 


TMK LEGISLATORS were a thrifty lot and, 
rather than have the state pay for a primary 
later in the year, they fixed the presidential 
primary for Town Meeting Day in early March. 
The time had been fixed so early because it 
was before the farmers were occupied in gath­ 


ering maple sap. They were indifferent to what 
happened to the contenders in the presidential 
primary. 


So the show we are still witnessing, began. 
The thrifty legislators had wrought better than 
they had anticipated. Because their primary 
came first, the inquisitive American public 
sought in their vote an indication of a preferen­ 
tial “trend.” Because the eyes and ears of the 
nation came to be fixed upon the campaign, 
large revenue poured into the state Candidates 
spend lots of money for publicity and for the 
accommodations of their workers. Hordes of re­ 
porters go to see the show, and their expenses 
are paid by newspapers and networks 
My old New Hampshire friend told me that in 
the pastoral days before the primary was born, 
the Boston A Maine won majorities at a dollar 
a vote. It costs more now, and the profits add 
to the state’s economy.

EDITOR o r THE REVIEW: 
There have been many misleading s t a t e - 
ments about the proposed water system for 
the Glenmoor - Calcutta area. I have checked 
this with county authorities and have come up 
with the following information. I believe this 
is correct. If you have any questions contact 
one of your County Commissioners. 


Nobody is required to tap onto a water 
main. If property owners wants to tap on water 
main, contractor for this work will run lateral 
from main to property line for $90 or property 
owner can do this himself. The sum of $90 
may be made in payments. 


Property owners are required to pay $3 per 
front foot only where water main passes their 
property. If you have a corner lot you only 
pay on one side. You have 15 years to pay 
front footage assessment. 


The proposed water rates per thousand gal­ 
lons of water used is as follows. 


1st 3.000 gallon 
$1 48 per thousand 
2nd 3.000 gallon 
1.44 per thousand 
next 10.009 gallon 
I 40 per thousand 


The average family uses approximately 8.00(1 
gallon of water, or pays approximately $11.50 
each three months. The water charges are to 
be paid quarterly. 
Fire insurance rates will drop approximately 
18 per cent if water main is in front of property. 
Personal injury and property damage due to 
lack of water to fight fires will be greatly 
reduced if this water system is installed 
For every $3 per front foot spent, the value 
of same property will increase by approximate­ 
ly $6 per front foot. 
The water table — underground water supply 
—is dropping rapidly. The same areas where 
we could get water at IOO feet ten years ago, 
now we have to drill over 200 feet The cost 
of an individual water system 200 feet deep is 
approximately $900 against $400 for a public 
water system on a lot with IOO feet frontage. 
Three out of four wells now drilled In this 
area have water with a poor taste or smelts so 
bad you cannot get it past your nose. 
The Federal Government has given us a 
grant of $240,000 to help finance cost of this 
water system. If this water project is not let 
out for bids immediately, we may lose this 
grant. 
There Is also a proposed sanitation program 
for this area. The State of Ohio is making It 
compulsory' to install this sewage system 
If 
we don’t use the grant for the water system, 
what chance do you think we have of getting 
the 50 per cent grant for the sewage program? 
Would you want to pay the full cost out of your 
pocket?

Mr. Beatty contacted the federal olfire 
in Columbus repeatedly both by phone and in 
person until finally he was given authority to 
sign the contract with the bidders on Dec IR.

Legislation enacted by Coun­ 
cil Monday night to set new 
fees for building and housing 
inspections in East Liverpool 
will be killed with a “friendly” 
veto by Mayor George E. Will- 
ahaw and Council will begin a 
study to set charges more suit­ 
ed ;to the local conditions, the 
mayor and Council decided in a 
conference Wednesday night. 
The meeting had been called 
primarily for the mayor to an­ 
nounce his appointment of a 
main for the $6,000-a-year post 
of building and housing inspec­ 
tor; a choice which would re­ 
quire ratification by Council But 
ainee the decision was made to 
revise the permit fees, the may­ 
or delayed announcing the ap­ 
pointment.

He point- 
ed out the new fee ordinance 
here is virtually an exact copy 
of similar legislation in effect 
at Willoughby. 
Computations showed that the 
permit fee for a new six-room 
house in East Liverpool would 
be $96.30 under the new ordin­ 
ance and that the builder would 
ba required to put up an addi­ 
tional $300 in deposits, the may­ 
or aaid.

Woman Declared 
Insane In Five 
Arsenic Deaths 


CORDELE, Ga. (AP) - Janie 
Lou Gibbs has been declared in­ 
sane after she admitted killing 
five members of her family with 
arsenic. 
Mrs. Gibbs, 35, showed no 
emotion Wednesday as the Su­ 
perior Court jury’s verdict was 
read. A psychiatrist said the 
plump matron had explained 
the deaths by speaking of a 
need “to do something in a com­ 
pulsive manner which she could 
not explain.’’ 
The jury deliberated 40 min­ 
utes before committing Mrs. 
Gibbs to a state mental hospital. 
thus ruling out a murder trial 
on a charge of killing her son, 
19-year-old Roger Gibbs, with 
several milligrams of arsenic. 
But the young grandmother 
could face trial on the charges 
in the future if ever judged 
sane. 
Two other sons, a grandson 
and the accused woman's hus­ 
band, died within the past two

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Justice Department is taking its 
first cautious steps into the po­ 
tentially explosive area of racial 
imbalance in Northern schools. 
Stephen J. Poliak, newly ap­ 
pointed assistant attorney gen­ 
eral in charge of civil rights ac­ 
tivities, said his office is exam­ 
ining a handful of complaints al­ 
leging discriminatory treatment 
of Negroes in Northern schools. 
At least some of the com­ 
plaints are from California, Illi­ 
nois, Pennsylvania and Oklaho­ 
ma, said Poliak. 
He declined to specify the 
communities or the precise na­ 
ture of the complaints, but said 
in at least two cases letters 
have been written to the school 
boards In a bid to resolve the 
problems. 
He said the department also Is 
considering plans to enter some 
privately initiated suits aimed 
at ending alleged discrimination 
in Northern schools. The depart­ 
ment would take part in such a 
case only when it involves a 
matter of substantial Impor­ 
tance. 
The Justice Department has 
done relatively little in connec­ 
tion with schools racial imbal­ 
ance problems in the North 
when compared with its exten­ 
sive activities in the South. Last 
year 
alone 
it 
undertook 
68 
Southern school desegregation 
actions, including 26 suits which 
it filed or joined, and 42 which it 
reopened to bring court-ordered 
desegregation plans up to cur­ 
rent legal standards. 
But, while in Southern cities it 
was relatively simple for the de­ 
partment to prove that separate 
school svstems were operated 
for whites and Negroes, racial 
discrimination is far more sub 
tie in the North 
The department has little if 
anv Dower to end so-called de 


facto segregation In Northern 
schools. This is racial imbal­ 
ance existing because of neigh­ 
borhood residence patterns, and 
not 
generally by 
design 
of 
school boards. 
What the department needs to 
know, Poliak said in an inter­ 
view, is precisely “what’s un­ 
lawful. We are in the early 
stages of having an understand­ 
ing of what the facts of the 
Northern school situation are.” 
Poliak believes the depart­ 
ment’s opportunities for suc­ 
cessful desegregation actions In 
the North lie in targeting cases 
in which school boards engage 
in discriminatory activities.

Story By Girl, 8, 
Brines Warning 
On ‘Molestingg’ 


LISBON — Police and school 
officials are continuing an in­ 
vestigation into what may have 
been a case of child molesting 
Tuesday afternoon. 
Meanwhile, they urged par­ 
ents to warn their youngsters 
not to get into conversations 
with strangers or take money 
from them. 
An 8-year-old second - grade 
girl at McKinley' School told in­ 
vestigators Wednesday that a 
tall black-haired man in a black 
car gave her a dollar after he 
picked her up in his arm s then 
put her down again on the side­ 
walk. She said this happened 
aff ter school on E. Lincoln Way 
(U.S. Route 30). 
Schoolmen investigated when 
someone reported the child, one 
of a large family, had a dollar 
to spend Tuesday evening at a 
local store. They called police 
after hearing the girl’s story, 
although they emphasized there 
is some doubt about it. 
An older sister who was with 
the girl was questioned separ­ 
ately and said it did not hap­ 
pen. The 8-year-old at first told 
questioners she found the dol­ 
lar. 
School officials said two girls 
at Lincoln School last m o n t h 
reported strangers tried to talk 
to them while they were walk­ 
ing alone on the street. Neither 
child was touched, authorities 
said.

ANSWER: The small, warm-blooded, seagoing mammals 
shown in our picture have been much in the news in recent 
years, for it has been found that their brains are more 
developed than those of most other animals. The names 
dolphin and porpoise are often confused and our artist has 
made an effort to separate them. That they are not alike is 
proved by the different Latin or scientific nam es written 
under each of the three types shown. Scientists, who like to 
be exact, would call Phocaena phocaena the common por­ 
poise. The other two would be called dolphins, the common 
dolphin and the bottle-nosed dolphin. Of these three, it is 
the bottle-nosed dolphin which is so often seen in oceanariums 
and which has been found to have such remarkable intelli­ 
gence. So many people, however, insist on calling the bottle­ 
nose a porpoise that this name has also become attached to 
him in a popular sense. If you would like to speak of these 
animals in the scientific way, study the picture. Notice that 
the porpoise has a blunt snout and the dolphins have beaks.
